Advertising Your 
Business 


Yellow Pages ads have been replaced by websites, 
email campaigns and social-media reviews. 


emember hula hoops, phone booths and Jerry Lewis telethons? Those were 
names we once thought would always be part of our vocabulary. Another 
nameis Yellow Pages. When was the last time you saw that Yellow Pages logo 
with the two walking fingers? Telephone books probably get more use today 
as booster chairs for children while they sit at the table. 

Yellow Pages salesmen operated for many years as order-takers. The best 
way to gain business exposure in those days was in the Yellow Pages, and the 
only yearly question was whether to increase the size of your ad. 

Cellphones and the internet changed Yellow Pages advertising forever. 
Phone books require customers to search countless pages to find a specific 
occupation or company name. Search engines make it easy to quickly find 
the specific name of a company. This is particularly important for locksmith 
businesses that often are mired with dozens of other 24/7 locksmith names 
that have flooded the internet. 

As Yellow Pages popularity fades, the importance of people remembering 
your specific business can’t be overstated. Advertising can take many forms 
beside a static line or two in Yellow Pages. Make a bold statement on your 
service vehicles, displaying your business name, website, phone number and 
services offered. Your van is a moving billboard during every trip you make. 

While on each job, ask customers for their email address. Send email 
thank-you notes and requests for referrals to every customer you have worked 
for. Emails don’t require stamps or specific days for Uncle Sam to deliver 
mail. Keeping your name in front of current customers is a bonus, nota cost. 

Use that same customer email list and send reminders of your business 
on networking sites, such as Facebook, Twitter and LinkedIn. As customers 
“like” your comments, they’ll connect their friends, and the networking list 
will grow. Networking has no recurring monthly costs. It only costs your 
time. With current conditions providing a little extra time, the opportunity 
is ripe for building your network base. 

The most important suggestion is saved for last. First, search other lock- 
smith websites and get some ideas for building or upgrading your own web- 
site. There are ways to build a website yourself, or you can hire a professional. 
Either way, a good website is the “Yellow Pages ad” of today. Show pictures 
of installations your company has performed. Provide videos or text instruc- 
tions with security tips for customers. Explain to customers what services you 
provide, and list any other positives, such as years in business (experience), 
technicians on staff, multiple locations or any other interesting facts. Then, 
when the phone rings, you'll know it’s because of the seeds that you sowed. II

or more. Compare this with a decade ear- 
lier when there were 284,000 completed, with only 33 
percent, or 95,000, having 50 units or more. 

It stands to reason that the majority of these 50-unit- 
or-more facilities likely are located in highly populated 
locations, such as urban centers or their outlying areas. 
These facilities must be secured in a manner that as- 
sures the safety of those who live, work and visit there. 

The security of any multifamily apartment building 
relies on four layers of protection: 
¢ The physical space surrounding the structure. 
¢ The construction of the building’s perimeter 

components. 
+ A quality closed-circuit TV (CCTV) system. 
* Reliable locks on all apartment unit doors. 

In this article, we'll discuss all four elements with 
respect to large multiple-tenant buildings and look at 
ways in which you, the security professional, might 
approach an assessment of such a facility along with 
the necessary points of protection. 


No. 1: Protect the Property Line 
The first and outermost layer of protection includes 
sensible landscaping, well-placed outdoor lighting, 


automatic electric/hydraulic entry/exit gates and a 
quality CCTV system. All of these help to assure that 
only authorized people can access the apartment build- 
ing’s parking areas. 

Gates also reduce the likelihood of a personal 
attack against residents, visitors and employees, be- 
cause criminals don’t have ready access to the proper- 
ty, and it ensures that a criminal can’t sit in wait innoc- 
uously in the safety of their motor vehicle. Standing in 
a parking lot without a motor vehicle makes it more 
difficult for a criminal to escape the observant eye of 
those who might be watching. 

“Automatic gates give the property owners the 
ability to control vehicles through one or sever- 
al choke points,” says Michael Brooks, master in- 
structor with The Access Control Expert School of 
Dallas. “When combined with perimeter fencing 
and pedestrian gates, you have more control over 
who and where people access the property. This 
allows you to concentrate video surveillance, on- 
site security and monitoring at these choke points, 
lowering the construction costs and possibly allow- 
ing the budget to provide specialized surveillance

equipment, such as license-plate rec- 
ognition cameras.” 

An intercom/video intercom system 
can be employed at the “In” gate when 
visitors are expected to park within 
the confines of the complex, typically 
in a designated visitors area. Inside 
each apartment unit, a wall-mounted 
suite station allows the tenant to speak 
with and view the person seeking to 
enter the facility. The gate can be acti- 
vated by pressing a release button on 
the suite station. 

Some apartment intercom systems 
use the tenant’s mobile device. The 
centralized control system inside each 
low- or high-rise apartment also might 
be equipped with a landline phone fea- 
ture, where a single telephone jack using 
CAT-Se or 6 cable can be installed in 
each unit. In the event that a tenant 
doesn’t have a cellphone, they can pur- 
chase a landline telephone or obtain 
one from the apartment manager, some- 
times at a minimal monthly cost. 

In many complexes, tenants are 
issued a fob or card for opening the gate. 
That same credential can be used to con- 
trol access to common areas, such as 
laundry rooms, business centers, gyms, 


pools and tennis courts.

No. 2: Protect the Building 
The second layer is construction-related, 
such as the type and quality (strength) ofall 
perimeter doors, windows and doorlocks. 
Whether these locks are controlled with a 
key or by electronic means, or both, the me- 
chanical portion must be capable of with- 
standing an attack. This is why these locks 
should be rated Grade 1 commercial by the 
Building Hardware Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation. In fact, a combination of Grade 1 
locks and some form of electronic access 
control (EAC) is almost a necessity, in ad- 
dition to an intercom systems.

“In an apartment building, there are 
always going to be tenants that constant- 
ly move in and out,” says Matt Welty, 
general manager at Codelocks. “There 
will also be employees who come and 
employees who go. Therefore, it is im- 
portant to utilize an access control or 
lock product that will facilitate easy 
changes in order to maintain proper 
access control of the facility.” 

For tenant convenience, mechanical 
locks can be equipped with electron- 
ic, wireless cylinder plugs that provide 
rapid, easy access by way of a mechanical 
key. The wireless portion of the equation 
involves sending user data to a central 
controller that will store it for future use. 
This data include the user name, date of 
each use and the time. 

According to Welty, this “allows any 
employee to use a control key to change 
the keying on any door, with no tech- 
nical knowledge required. Many new 
smart locks combine the ease of making 
changes with the additional feature to 
capture audit-trail information, as well 
as provide time functionality to the 
locks if desired.” 

In other words, it’s possible to pro- 
gram the operation of such a lock ac- 
cording to the day and time. Perhaps, for 
whatever reason, an apartment manager 
would like the facility to unlock each

present on the first floor or when offices 
are in the building. This type of lock will 
accommodate such a requirement.

the standard proximity technology that 
was replaced,’ says R. Scott Kern, man- 
aging partner with the Kern Group. The 
use of smart cards position the apart- 
ment for the future through biometric 
authentication at the doors to a secure 
computer logon and beyond. 

In addition, Kern points out that fac- 
ulty and staff smart cards work as an 
access credential and a photo ID badge 
for increased employee verification and 
security. “It’s crucial that employees and 
first responders can distinguish imme- 
diately who belongs and who doesn’t” 
through the use of wearable photo IDs, 
he says 


Layer three involves the use of video 
cameras on the outside as well as inside. 
Cameras on the outside of the building 
are there to record an incident if one 
occurs. Documenting the who, what, 
where, when and how ofa criminal event 
is front and center to the mission of any 
camera system. 

Whether it’s an attack against a 
tenant, guest(s) or someone’s prop- 
erty, the object is to provide a quality 
high-resolution image or video clip of 
the criminal. Not only is the intent to 
allow for restitution, but also to provide 
justice in the hope that the same crime 
won't happen again. 

Outdoor cameras have to be con- 
tained in IP66-rated weatherproof hous- 
ings, such as the Bosch Flexidome S000. 
This particular camera uses network 
technology as opposed to older analog 
components. Outdoor models typically 
cost more than do indoor cameras, de- 
pending on what you intend to install. 

Video cameras also boost security 
in the hallways and all common areas 
of the facility. Common areas typi- 
cally include a gym, a swimming pool, 
a laundry area, elevators, stairwells, a 
storage area and sometimes an under- 
ground parking garage, as often is the 
case with larger apartment buildings. 
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>» External cameras help to prevent crimes 
while assuring that criminals are caught in 
the act. 


As with outdoor cameras, the pur- 
pose of indoor cameras is to docu- 
ment events that occur, such as falls 
and crimes. These events are captured 
and saved to a hard drive or a remote 
cloud-based video storage service. Net- 
work-oriented camera systems are more 
versatile and flexible in practice than 
are older analog systems. For smaller 
apartment buildings, however, analog 
systems often will do fine. 


No. 4: Reliable Locks 
Layer four pertains to the locking sys- 
tems employed inside an apartment 
building. Relatively small apartment 
buildings are known for buying and 
stocking a common brand or model of 
mechanical lockset and deadbolt lock in 
some quantity. In most cases, these locks 
canbe Grade 2 or 3 residential. If the sur- 
rounding area is rife with crime, however, 
consider Grade 1 commercial. 

Another option is EAC, howev- 
er. “The time and energy it takes to 
change out locksets and deadbolts is 
probably comparable to someone is- 
suing access cards,” says Mark Selent, 
locksmith and security integrator with 
Lock Alchemy of Cleveland. 

Selent says someone has to sit at a 
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computer and program access cards for 
new renters as well as accept used cards 
when someone moves out. Although 
some apartment managers might reis- 
sue cards to new tenants, Selent says he 
doubts that many actually do. 

“I really don’t think that anyone 
wants a dirty, used card,” he says. “Each 
card costs $5 to $10, and that’s why a lot 
of maintenance guys have a key duplica- 
tor with key blanks. They take out the 
key from a new lock, make new ones, 
and if they’re smart, they’II put the orig- 
inals away for safe keeping.” 

Some managers ask for a deposit to 
cover the cost of the cards when EAC 
is employed. Because it takes about as 
much time to program EAC cards as it 
does to duplicate keys and switch locks, 
it makes sense to consider EAC. This is 
true particularly in facilities that contain 
at least 20 units. 

Of course, you have to follow suit 
with whatever EAC system that’s in 
use at lobby entrances and other inside 
common areas. If mechanical locks 
that have interchangeable cores are in 
use already, then you should encour- 
age management or owners to install 
similar locks on apartment doors. This 
will make the job of rekeying relatively 
fast and inexpensive in the long run, 
particularly if the plugs are of the wire- 
less variety. 

In conclusion, the task of sizing up 
an apartment complex requires ex- 
perience in all of the various security

disciplines. Knowledge typically comes 
through experience, and experience 
comes by doing. One option is to work 
with an individual who has worked 
for a sizable security company. Have 
your most promising lock technician 
shadow that person on apartment jobs, 
so your tech logs on-the-job time doing 
that what you aim to provide to your 
apartment clients.

Multifamily Locking Solutions: 
The Future Is Smart 


Anew breed of tech- 
savvy tenants demand 
an increase in locks 
that can be opened 
without the use 


of a key. 


hen it comes to multifamily housing, there’s no ques- 
tion that locksmiths will have to get even smarter about 
smart locking solutions. 

Such solutions range from keyless smart locks on 
individual doors to full-on electronic access control 
(EAC) systems that are connected to locks on build- 
ings, shared-access rooms (laundry, storage, etc.) and 
residences. Of course, EAC systems have been a staple 
in the commercial/retail world, and smart locks have 
pushed aggressively into the residential market. 

The multifamily market is next. One reason is the 
rise of a younger generation of renters who not only 
are familiar with new technology, but also demand it, 
says Garrett Lovejoy, the director of product manage- 
ment at August Home. 

“After going to college and having either a card or 
their phone to unlock everything, they haven’t used 
a key for four years,” he says. “If they can’t unlock 
their apartment without using their phone, they'll 
think it’s strange.’ 

Nick English, North American sales director for 
Kwikset, agrees. “Sixty to 70 percent of the multifamily 
projects kicking off now will have some smart function- 
ality,” he says. “Home automation is not an option.” 

A survey by Allegion U.S. bears this out. The survey 
released May 2020 found that only 9 percent of millen- 
nials have electronic door locks in their home but that

52 percent would prefer to access their home through 
alternative methods, including their smartphone. 

Another reason is the increase in the short-term 
rental market (think: Airbnb). Although primarily a 
market for vacation homes and condominiums, short- 
term rental is expected to increase in multifamily hous- 
ing units, particularly new apartment buildings where a 
rental company will be set up to handle all the arrange- 
ments of the short-term-rental transaction and split the 
revenues with the apartment’s long-term tenant. 

“Flex space, the merger of short-term rental and 
long-term rental, is a huge discussion in multifamily,” 
says Nolan Mondow, CEO of RemoteLock. “Twenty 
percent of all multifamily units will be involved in 
short-term rental in the next three years.” 

Naturally, locking systems that are “smart,” that can 
be controlled remotely and allow owners to generate 
credentials that can be set up, sent out and canceled 
quickly, are ideal for such a business model. As you 
might expect, these credentials increasingly are going 
mobile, via an app or a cloud-based system. 

The good news for locksmiths is this development 
provides revenue-producing opportunities. One, of 
course, is through retrofitting mechanical locks, and 
a number of new products come with ease of instal- 
lation in mind. These aren’t DIY products but sold 
through distribution or preferred-dealer networks. 
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Although it wouldn't be a consider- 
ation on newer buildings, if the smart 
locking solution were retrofit on a build- 
ing that’s more than 70 years old, a lock- 
smith might be required to add door- 
prep or even door-replacement work 
to their service. 

Another potential revenue stream 
is the system itself and its potential for 
expandability. A landlord or rental man- 
ager looking to upgrade might want new 
locks not only on the residences, but 
eventually also on the laundry room or 
storage room. An EAC system might 
spread to elevators and pool gate locks. 

Finally, there’s the ever-enticing re- 
curring monthly revenue (RMR) pos- 
sibilities. This typically comes in the 
form of connected systems that have re- 
curring licenses for operation, including 
apps, or through credential generation. 

The thought of selling software or 
navigating complicated electrical wiring 
might make you blanche, but today’s 
multifamily locking solutions don’t nec- 
essarily require either. And training is 
widely available. Every manufacturer 
that Locksmith Ledger contacted for 
this article says it provides some form of 
training for its products, and, typically, 
the training involves multiple levels that 
might include your distributor as well. 

“They have to have the training,” says 
Thomas Bowles, the global multihous- 
ing project leader at dormakaba Ameri- 
cas. If a locksmith were to get a lockout 
call at an apartment complex that has 
an electronic lock and the locksmith 
doesn’t have adequate knowledge, “I 
can’t take your business.” 

A roundup of some of the latest mul- 
tifamily locking solutions: 


dormakaba Saffire LX Series 

The dormakaba Saffire LX Series of 
smart door locks includes cylindrical, 
deadbolt, mortise, latch, interconnected 
and panic locks.

Because of the variety of models, the 
Saffire LX Series can be used in varying 
locations around an apartment building 
or complex and allow a resident to use 
a single credential at all locations. The 
Saffire LX Series also integrates with 
third-party systems to provide video 
and visitor management and resident 
communication, among other services. 
The locks themselves are UL fire- 
rated for up to 3 hours, and all meet at 
least Builders Hardware Manufacturers 
Association (BHMA) Grade 2 certifica- 
tion. (The mortise and cylinder models 
meet Grade 1 standards.)

access control locks. The door control- 
ler includes a new reader that has BLE 
mobile-credential support, in addition to 
MIFARE RFID and PIN access codes in 
some PDQ locks. 

The RMC IP Door Controller 
provides a “streamlined door-control 
system,” says Travis Willis, chief evan- 
gelist of smart building and access 
solutions for PDQ, This means that 
in addition to its “plug-and-play” 
ease of installation, the device can 
be “pre-commissioned” in the shop 
through the use of QR codes and the 
pdqSMART app before it’s taken to 
the site, which can save time on the 
installation (and money for the cus- 
tomer), Willis says. 

Although dedicated readers are re- 
quired, the door controllers can use so- 
called legacy wiring and even hardware 
from other manufacturers. So, lock- 
smiths can blend wired and wireless 
products “without having to be an IT 
expert or tech genius,” Willis says. 

The RMC IP Door Controller meets 
the UL294 standard for safe exit, which 
more states are adding as a requirement. 
The door controller handles two- and 
four-door applications and has integrat- 
ed power for door locks.

Not all multifamily locking solutions 
are locks, of course. In the case of the 
Aiphone IXG Series, it’s an IP video in- 
tercom system. 

The IXG Series consists of four prod- 
ucts: an entrance station, a tenant sta- 
tion, a lift control adapter (for eleva- 
tors) anda mobile app gateway. (A fifth 
product, which creates a physical guard 
station, is expected to be rolled out in 
fall 2020.) 

Expandability is one notable facet of 
the IXG Series. It can connect with up 
to 9,999 stations as well as Aiphone’s 
IX Series 2 intercom products, which 
would allow the system to add access 
to commercial units and outside areas, 
such as a parking lot. 


Another is the system’s ease of instal- 
lation. All stations include Power over 
Ethernet connectivity, thus requiring 
only standard CAT-Se/6 cabling, says 
Paul Hefty, technical sales and support 
engineer II at Aiphone. 
“The system can be programmed at 
the shop,” he says. “Doing this ensures 
that the equipment works before you 
get out to the job.” 
The IXG Series includes a new 
Aiphone app that allows for remote 
screening without the necessity of an 
inside tenant or a guard station, as well 
as video recording. It also allows for 
remote unlocking of any door that has 
an electric strike, maglock or request-to- 
exit access input.

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Schlage Mobile Access isn’t a product 
per se; it’s a new way to unlock doors 
wirelessly by using a cellphone, even 
where wireless connectivity is spotty. 
It’s a mobile credential that’s received 
through an app that unlocks BLE-en- 
abled smart locks. 


Schlage Mobile Access uses parent 
company Allegion’s ENGAGE plat- 
form and is tied to several Schlage 
products, including the longstanding 
NDE cylinder and LE mortise locks, 
as well as newer Control deadbolt and 
interconnected locks. (NDE and LE 
locks have been upgraded to include 
BLE, as has the MT card reader, now 
known as the MTB.) 

What makes the mobile credential 
stand out is its capability to work “in 
the dark,” Allegion says. That means 
that it will unlock a door even where 
there’s no Wi-Fi access or where cel- 
lular reception is spotty, such as ina 
rental high-rise’s underground parking 
garage, because the credential is in the 
app, rather than in the cloud. A resi- 
dent can hold a phone up to the lock, 
press the unlock button on the app and 


unlock the door almost instantly. 

That makes Schlage Mobile Access 
highly secure as well as easy to use, says 
Robert Gaulden, the director of multi- 
family channel strategy at Allegion. 

“If you're dependent on using the 
phone and the cloud, you might not 
have the ability to be identified as the 
person who can access that lock” if you 
don’t have access to the cloud, as in 
a parking garage, Gaulden says. “We 
didn’t want that to be the case.”

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ny small commercial or retail business experiences some 
sort of loss through crime, whether it be theft, vandalism 
or fraud. In this challenging environment, video surveil- 
lance or CCTV (closed-circuit TV) has proven to bea 
top security solution. For locksmiths who are confident 
enough to take the plunge into this market, the rewards 
are potentially staggering. However, it requires an un- 
derstanding of the technology, its applications and the 
business aspects of selling and installation. 

As the technology has advanced, with options rang- 
ing from traditional analog to IP-centric video systems 
that deliver higher resolution, faster speeds and incred- 
ible data analytics, the prices for your customers also are 
becoming relatively affordable as well. When it comes 
to buying and implementing a video system, most

manufacturers offer a rather large range of customiza- 
tion that the locksmith can pass on to the client. Given 
all of these facts and features, a locksmith can design and 
sell a CCTV solution that encompasses multiple loca- 


tions or simply a smaller storefront business that needs 
just a few cameras and a storage device. 


Why Video Surveillance? 
So why are your customers considering installing or 
expanding video surveillance? For most small busi- 
nesses, security ranks as the top motivator for adding 
video to its risk-mitigation strategy. But there certainly 
are business and liability benefits as well. 
Just be aware that working with a client to plan out 
a small-to-midsize video-security system can be prob- 
lematic when you consider the variation in technology 
options and cost. Having a solid grasp on what the 
endgame is for the client can help the locksmith 
, identify needs and minimize installation issues. 
For instance, ifa locksmith was working with 
| a small retail or convenience-store business, 
_ traditional analog video probably is all that’s 
required for straight security, insurance-lia- 
/ bility protection and cost savings in managing 
inventory shrink, shoplifting and vandalism. For 
larger retail or chain operations, the use of analytics 
as part of an IP-networked video-surveillance system 
might come into play. Store managers might use video 
to help increase employee productivity, monitor em- 
ployee behavior or enhance safety in parking areas and 
stockrooms.

“All locksmiths starting to incorporate 
CCTV should realize that what you see on 
TV as well as other advertisements isn’t 
always a true perspective on the industry,” 
explains Bob Wimmer, president of Video 
Security Consultants in Landisville, Penn- 
sylvania. He has more than four decades of 
experience in the video-security technol- 
ogy industry. “With all the online systems, 
one must decide what their clients need 
and not what they think they need. With 
so many systems available, not all can or 
will produce images that will be suitable 
for your clients.” 


Doing Your Homework 
Wimmer says that whether a client looks 
to implement a network camera solution 
or a nonnetwork camera (analog), their 
choice should be addressed by way of a 
risk-and-application assessment, along 
with a realistic discussion of budget 
and potential compliance issues. For 
locksmiths looking to make their ini- 
tial foray into video security, Wimmer 
recommends sticking with basic analog 
CCTV systems before moving up to net- 
worked video. 

“CCTV’ means closed-circuit tele- 
vision,” Wimmer says. “It is a closed 
system with no access to the outside 


world. If your client wants a system that 

will record activity and then have 

it viewed later if an incident 

has occurred, this would 

be an application for an 

analog or nonnetworked 

video system.” 
He adds that asking 

simple questions upfront, 

such as the number of cam- 

eras that will be required, 

how the video will be stored 

and for how long, and who will 

manage the system and the data, is es- 

sential for planning. 
Wimmer further provides the follow- 

ing tips: 

¢ All cameras require a certain amount 
of existing light to perform within 
their specifications. Even with infra- 
red (IR) enhancement, limitations 
exist. For the most part, the lower 
the available light, the more costly 
the camera system will be.

¢ Resolution is a concern. Depending 
on the application, the higher the 
camera’s pixel count, the greater the 
image detail will be. This is particu- 
larly helpful when an electronic zoom 
feature is used for identification. 

¢ Familiarity with networking camera 
terminology is essential. Many online

training sessions on this subject are 

available. 
¢ Low-cost systems supplied by big- 

box companies can be problematic. 

The big boxes provide little informa- 

tion on their systems as well as poor 

customer support. 

After doing the initial assessment and 
discussing specific features of the video- 
security system, the locksmith will have 
to work with the client to decide what 
types of cameras fit the job. Will they be 
stationary? Will they be able to pan, tilt 
and zoom in on a subject or area of the 
store? Is the light sufficient for a regular 
camera, or should the client consider a 
low-light camera? Will the cameras be in 
plain sight, or will they be covert? 


Storage Considerations 

Storage is another critical consideration 
that the locksmith will have to cover. Tra- 
ditional analog systems employ digital 
video recorders (DVR) that are more 
cumbersome than the more advanced 
network video recorders, or NVRs, that 
allow IP cameras to be connected to a 
network that uses special Power over 
Ethernet (PoE) switches. Data on the 
NVRs can be recorded on a server de- 
signed to accommodate 24/7 operation, 
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with large storage capabilities. 
Remember that the DVR option is for 
smaller, single-site operations that require 
no future expansion and only limited stor- 
age capacity. The more advanced NVR is 
an expandable, multisite solution that can 


store data for longer periods with high- 
resolution images that are searchable. 


Take the Plunge 
As with migrating into electronic access 
control, any locksmith who seeks 


additional business opportunities cer- 
tainly should weigh the advantages of 
taking on a limited CCTV line. Several 
video vendors cater to the small systems 
infrastructure, and they provide training 
and certification in their technology. |

Electronics & Access Control

The Changing World 
of Advanced Technology 
at the Entryway 


The demand for stronger 
security has moved access 
control toward the use 

of increasingly high-tech 


credentials. 


he role of the entryway — doors and gates — has 
changed dramatically over the past 100 years; however, 
the mechanics of granting or preventing entry have 
been stagnant until recently. As physical threats from 
terrorism and active-shooter events have increased, 
we've seen a movement to defending and deterring 
entry in a preventative manner (blocking access) rather 
than in a detective manner (approving access). 

Many factors led to this change, including compli- 
ance requirements, safety requirements and an outcry 
for more-fortified measures. Nevertheless, it’s important 
to define the changes in the mechanics of providing 
access and how edge technology, or technology that’s 
in the cloud and not tied to a wired system, allows the 
mechanics to secure our entryways. 


Changing the Rules 

As long as there has been a door, there has been a lock. 
The use of locks to prevent entry always has been and 
always might be in existence, but the rules have changed 
as to the use of an entryway and who should have access 
to a door or gate and who shouldn't. 

As we all know after working in this industry long 
enough, people more often than not are the problem, 
not the technology. However, even after acknowledg- 
ing this, we now must understand that the mechanics 
of entry must change. The birth of electric strikes to 
initiate access control was the most dynamic change 
within the past 40 years, but that no longer is enough 


to prevent unwanted access while allowing wanted 


entry to the level that’s acceptable today. We know 
that unless there’s an entry mechanism that’s natural in 
preventing unwanted access, such as a revolving secure 
turnstile or a secured portal that has advanced technol- 
ogy to prevent piggybacking and tailgating (when more 
than one person gains access from a single credential), 
you're always vulnerable. 

The evolution of biometrics, such as facial recog- 
nition, smart cards, camera detection, Bluetooth- 
connected mobile credentials and near field commu- 
nication has initiated a monumental change in how 
mechanics interplay with identity management at the 
access point. This shift has become an increasing re- 
quirement among end users who have determined that 
a particular entryway is vulnerable. Without the adop- 
tion of identity-based access control, end users don’t 
mitigate the risk of unwanted entry, they only add to it. 


Defining Identity 
The movement to the use of a multifactor process of de- 
termining identity and granting access to entry not only is 
a forgone conclusion now, but it also is becoming neces- 
sary in some circumstances. With ever-increasing demand 
for knowing who is in your environment, it’s important 
to implement technology that works with the particular 
entryway's locking mechanism. 

One example would be the use of a credential that 
validates the individual's identity. As the person enters 
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a doorway, a sensor mounted above the 
door recognizes the individual’s card or 
mobile credential. The sensor is tied to the 
access management system, which might 
be a cloud-based solution that’s tied to 
the electric strike and unlocks the door. 
A camera then validates the entry on the 
secure side of the door, which also would 
detect piggybacking and tailgating by a 
noncredentialed person. Ifa person didn't 
have the proper credential, an invalid card 
read takes place and access is prevented, 
which could result in a warning. The in- 
frastructure also could be cellular-enabled 
and sit on a cellular infrastructure. 

Such a credentialing system would 
provide a seamless and frictionless entry 
solution while still allowing the locking 
mechanism to prevent access. The concept 
of readerless doors where a sensor signals 
the authentication to and from the access 
management system is no longer a theory 
but a reality. The edge handheld credential 
(mobile or card) now can interact with the 
door without additional infrastructure 
directly sending data to the access man- 
agement system and sending a signal back 
to activate the lock. There are many cases 
where such a system is designed. Compa- 
nies such as Sentry Enterprises produce 
card technology that fulfills the require- 
ments of an increasingly converged world. 

The constant in these systems has been 
the locking mechanism. However, inevi- 
tably, more-improved connected devices 
that can identify people and allow or pre- 
vent access will become the norm. So, 
it’s crucial for those in the hardware side 
of the business to adjust as soon as they 
can. Although it’s difficult to change, the 
technologically converged world is push- 
ing all of us into a new paradigm. Regula- 
tions and compliance become another 
part to the equation in the decision to 
move towards more identity-based entry. 
The combination of business process and 
converged information-technology infra- 
structure tied to secured communication 
at the entryway will help with the adjust- 
ment during the change. 


Advanced Technology 


There have been many advancements at 


the entryway, and the most interesting is 
the use of encryption at the locking mecha- 
nism. Many define encryption as the use 
of a badge and a reader, but we're seeing 
solutions becoming adopted at the lock- 
ing mechanism itself. Companies, such as 
ZKTeco, are defining a new architecture 
at the lock, which becomes an encrypted 
bridge that secures and validates entry. 

“I believe many locksmiths hesitate 
learning about electronic door access, 
because they perceive it as being too com- 
plex to learn,’ says Larry Reed, president 
of the Americas for ZK Teco. “But install- 
ing an electric door strike is no more com- 
plex than wiring a doorbell or motion de- 
tector off the side of your house. Even 
ZKTeco’s biometric readers install no dif- 
ferently than a 40-year old keypad reader 
connected to your garage door. When 
a code or face is recognized, the reader 
simply opens a 12-volt relay contact to 
power the garage door motor. That's it. 
No rocket science.” 

Reed sees the absurdity in a locksmith 
turning over work that they can handle 
themselves. 

“If a locksmith hands his customer 
over to an ‘electronic security installer; 
in many cases, that same electronic secu- 
rity installer is also a locksmith,” he notes. 
“That’s like a restaurant only offering ham- 
burgers and telling their customer to go to 
McDonald’s if they also want french fries.

“While some vendors’ solutions are de- 
signed to secure the Pentagon, others are 
designed for securing a handful of doors,” 
Reed adds. “Locksmiths just need to iden- 
tify which vendor is willing to help get 
them started.” 


Attention All Locksmiths 

The move toward frictionless entry and the 
use of high-tech solutions is pushing the 
locksmith industry to have a strong service 
model that can solve technological issues as 
well as locking-mechanism issues. The key is 
that the locksmith has to become a security 
professional and must transition to becom- 
ing competent with integrated solutions that 
incorporate access control, cards, mobile 
credentials and cameras. Without that, the 
locksmith loses the ability to be relevant ina 
future of automated systems at the entryway. 

As Dave O'Toole, president of the Eu- 
ropean Locksmith Federation, states in 
an ASSA ABLOY article, “Locksmiths 
have to learn more about electronics.’ Gale 
Johnson, editor-in-chief of Locksmith 
Ledger, states in the same article that “the 
business is at a crossroads. Perhaps a new 
term is needed, such as ‘security profes- 
sional,’ to make it clear that “we are no 
longer mechanical specialists but rather 
offer a broad range of solutions, both me- 
chanical and electronic.” 

The security industry is in a fundamen- 
tal transition from providing on-prem- 
ise infrastructure to software and cloud- 
based infrastructure. We as an industry 
must accept that the role of the entryway 
is changing and that locking mechanisms 
will change with it. It only reinforces that 
the ones who service and install such 
mechanisms must change, too. [ll

hen introduced at ISC West in 2002, HID’s iClass read/ 
write contactless radio-frequency ID technology was a 
state-of-the-art encrypted access control card that had 
a variety of other applications, from time and atten- 
dance to digital cash transactions. For the past 18 years, 
the iClass card technology — in its various iterations 
— served as the standard for secure access control and 
a flexible option for other smart-card functions. 

Unfortunately, the coming-out party for HID’s latest 
and most innovative access control card reader to date 
was delayed because of the COVID-19 pandemic, so 
the public rollout of HID’s Signo readers, the heir ap- 
parent to the ubiquitous iClass line, came a little later 
than anticipated. 


HID expects the Signo reader to create an industry 
benchmark for adaptability, interoperability and se- 
curity for years to come in the access control market. 
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Add to the equation that it promises to be easy to use 
for customers and easy to install. It’s easy to see why 
HID executives, such as Stephen Carney, were giddy 
with excitement before the product hit the shelves. 

“It’s something that we've been working on for quite 
awhile,” says Carney, vice president of product market- 
ing for physical access control at HID Global. “We're 
very proud of it. We're really looking forward to this as 
the next flagship line of readers, and we will continue to 
build it out. Later in the year, we'll have white versions 
out as well as some other [color] variants. We really 
wanted to set a standard for what we feel is a new day 
for HID Global and access control.” 

He followed up quickly, saying integrators and end 
users have similar views of HID when they discuss the 
company’s history of interoperability. “Very often cus- 
tomers will speak about HID in the same terms,” Carney 
says. “They use the phrase, ‘It just works, and that’s some- 
thing that we believe deeply, and it’s part of our DNA” 
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Meets the Needs 

Carney stresses that this is a “new 
day” for HID, which is looking to the 
marketplace to drive innovation, and 
that HID’s research and develop- 
ment investments are following the 
direction users and integrators are 
sending them when it comes to the 
development of controllers and in 
the area of credentialing. The goal of 
the Signo line, in essence, is to help 
“futureproof” HID’s open-platform 
approach to security and access con- 
trol as a foundational building block 
while more ancillary edge devices 
are added to the solution. 

“This solution is focused on the 
ease of that installation, giving op- 
tions for the wiring, of being able 
to mount without spacers [or] 
items like that that may have ham- 
pered or slowed down installation 
before,” Carney says. “The goal is 
to really refine that experience.” 

He adds that this is a new and 
unique approach in the industry. The 
Signo line includes an auto-tuning, 
automatic surface-detection-and-tun- 
ing feature around self-calibrating the 
reader for optimal performance, wheth- 
er it’s on a metal or a wood surface. 

“Whether it’s the wiring or the elimi- 
nation of spacers, the improvement 
around our IP65 ratings, where you 
don’t need additional gaskets to this au- 
to-tuning feature, eliminates the need 
to modify that tuning for the surfaces of 
tube configuration,” Carney adds. “We've 
provided several new features in innova- 
tion to make that installation experience 
much better.” 

The versatility of Signo is evidenced 
by interoperability with more than a 
dozen physical and mobile-credential 
technologies that provide myriad tech- 
nology choices for users and eases their 
migration to new platforms. In addi- 
tion, with support for Apple’s Enhanced 
Contactless Polling (ECP) to enable Stu- 
dent IDs in Apple Wallet, HID Signo

“If we think about 
this from an end- 
user standpoint, 
they expect things 
to work,” Carney 
says. “They expect 
that you're going to 
be able to upgrade 
them ifneeds arise. 
It’s really about how 
users are interacting 
with that device and 
how that device will 
evolve with them. 
A prime feature in 
this device for us is 
what is known as 
ECP. It’s Apple’s En- 
hanced Contactless Polling. 
That is what drives the reader’s ability 
to work with credentials supported from 
Apple Wallet. This ECP sits in many of 
the credit-card devices people use in the 
market today that accept Apple Pay.

But also as we add the features to it, one 
of them will be that ability to, through 
OSDP, download firmware from the con- 
troller. Now there is no need to get to that 
reader physically to upgrade it. Whether 


it’s just improving the installation expe- 
rience from Day One or making it such 
that that network can drive modifica- 
tions to firmware or configurations in 
the future, this is a big revolution for us.” 

Carney adds that because HID was 
one of the founding members of the 
standards group that created Open 
Supervised Device Protocol (OSDP), 
HID firmly believes in the ability for 
an open standard that serves the indus- 
try. OSDP is an access control com- 
munications standard led by the Secu- 
rity Industry Association to improve 
interoperability among access control 
and security products. 

“That’s something that you can see 
our dedication to, not just in the device 
and its capabilities, but also in how we 
manage our partner-based customers,” 
Carney says. “End users have the choice 
of the widest selection of installation and 
maintenance partners of any manufac- 
turer in the world when they select HID. 
We think that freedom for partner selec- 
tion, and partner change if they need to, 
is part of being able to give customers an 
open experience. That open experience 
also has to do with the type of technol- 
ogy sitting in the device. 

“We certainly support OSDP, and that 
ensures encrypted, secure data transmis- 
sion from the reader to the controller 
[and] the ability to change the configura- 
tion and the firmware remotely,’ Carney 
says. “So that’s extremely important to 
us. We do have enhanced security fea- 
tures in this device that also makes it 
ready for the world as it evolves through 
threats on a variety of different fronts. 
Those fronts could be cyber, which we 
do have enhanced capability to support 
security for. But also, brute-force attacks 
can be arisk for devices sitting on the 
unsecured side of the wall. We have some 
candid capability around velocity check- 
ing that enables alerts around some type 
of brute-force attack to the device.

Amid changing times, options go 
beyond touchless door operators 
to temperature-sensing cameras. 


he COVID-19 pandemic has been a life-altering event af- 
fecting the world in ways all of which are yet to be realized. 

The security industry, deemed essential, has remained 
open, and now your customers might start to contact you 
for services and advice on how they can protect them- 
selves, their families and their customers. 

Because the disease is new, the pandemic is surrounded 
bya veil of uncertainty and mystery — and conflicting or 
inaccurate information. 

However, at least three things are apparent to us: People 
are being infected, people are dying and there will be 
changes in our lifestyles. 

Because our world has faced epidemics for perhaps 
longer than recorded history, there are certain measures 
that can be implemented quickly that can help to make 
people feel secure. 


The Basics 

By now, we're all aware that COVID-19 is spread through 
the air by so-called vectors (including people) and physical 
contact with contaminated surfaces. 

Products that eliminate or lessen the chance of infection 
by one of these methods have become and will continue 
to become common. Take masks for instance. 

Betsy McCaughey is chairman of the Committee to 
Reduce Infection Deaths and a former lieutenant gov- 
ernor of New York. She notes in a syndicated article for 
Creators in April that the N95 masks for hospital and 
health-care workers filter out 95 percent of viral particles. 
Surgical masks of nonwoven polypropylene protect the 
wearer from 56 percent of droplets emitted by an infected 
person nearby.

Finally, woven cloth masks or bandanas prevent only 3 
percent of viral particles from getting through unless you 
use multiple layers of cloth. Four layers block about 13 
percent of viral droplets. 

Another thing you can expect to see more of are prod- 
ucts that eliminate the need to touch things. Doors and 
door hardware are objects that people touch a lot, so they 
can host and help to spread germs. Automatic door opera- 
tors and hands-free buttons are designed to reduce contact 
with doors and door hardware. They’ve been around, and 
we can expect to see more of them. 

But security manufacturers also are looking to provide 
more screening of people for possible disease through 
body-temperature monitoring.

The 
Blackbody generates a specific temperature 
that can be adjusted — but for our camera 
defaults to 9S degrees Fahrenheit — and is 
positioned in front of the camera.

establishments, such as a grocery store, or 
smaller, confined spaces, such as a one-per- 
son restroom. 

LL: What's the difference between ca- 
pacitive and microwave technology? 

Dunham: The sensing range of our 
capacitance is zero to four inches. The mi- 
crowave has a detection range of two to 26 
inches. Capacitance-sensing detects any- 
thing that is conductive, whereas micro- 
wave is exactly that: It continuously emits 
microwaves with a certain frequency ina 
defined area. These microwaves are reflect- 
ed back to the sensor by objects moving 
within its detection field. Note: Microwave 
is used for activation only. 

LL: Does the microwave block cell- 
phones, Wi-Fi or other communications? 

Dunham: Our microwave motion 
sensors comply with FCC regulations and 
do not interfere with cellphones, Wi-Fi or 
pacemakers. 

LL: Are these approved for request-to- 
exit (REX)? 

Dunham: Not typically, as they are not 
UL294 listed, although if permitted for the 
application, these touchless sensors could 
serve as a comparative solution to a tradi- 
tional REX.

“two-relay sequencer plus door position” to 
increase security, accessibility and function. 

LL: Where is the technology headed?
